Documentation and Terminology of Pure and Applied Sciences was held 
in London from November 17th to 18th, 1955. Dr. A. W. J. Mayer, The 
Hague, President of the first meeting was succeeded by Dr. D. J. Urquhart, 
Dept. of Scientific and Industrial Research, London. Other members of 
the Committee are: Prof. R. Berker (Istanbul), Prof. G. A. Boutry (Paris), 
Prof. P. de Berreido Carneiro (Paris), Mr. J. E. Cummins (London), 
Dr. G. Funke (Stockholm), Mr. J. de Laclémandiére (Paris), Lt. Col. C. L. 
Pasricha (London), Prof. E. Pietsch (Clausthal-Zellerfeld, Germany), 
Lt. Col. Frank B. Rogers (U.S.A.) and Prof. A. Scortecci (Genova). 

The most important resolution concerns the Convening of an Inter- 
national Conference on Storage and Retrieval Mechanisms for Scientific 
Information to be held in Washington in 1957, organized by the American 
Documentation Institute, and spongored by Unesco.

The techni- 
calities of incorporating the proposal in the UDC was the main problem. 
An agreement was reached on a practical solution which should be studied 
by the Committee before it is submitted to FID/CCC for publication in 
a PE Note.

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Ceux-ci auront a présenter, lors de la prochaine réunion, les éléments 
d’un plan systématique qui devra servir de base a |’établissement d’une 
classification détaillée des notions concernant l’organisation des entre- 
prises. 

Le comité ayant décidé, en outre, en accord avec le Secrétaire Gé- 
néral de la FID de centraliser et d’étudier les demandes d’extension de 
la classe 65, invite les groupements et personnes intéressés par les travaux

PE 596 (22nd December 1955) Comments up to 22nd April 1955 
Various proposals concerning 612.843; 621.31 (heading improved) ; 
654.07/.08; 655.227 (proposal in PE 588 suspended); 664.8.037; 
7.03 (corrections to PE 587); 7.096/.097 (PE 587 improved); 
725.824 ’Cinemas’ new text, and related improvements; 8.083 (cor- 
rections in relation to 7.096/.097). 

PE 597 (22nd December 1955) Comments up to 22nd April 1956 
Proposal submitted by FID/C 53 ’Physics’ to revise 539.1 Nuclear, 
atomic and molecular physics. The proposal gives the framework 
only of the new scheme, the detailed subdivisions are in prepara- 
tion. 


Draft proposals 

The International Co-operative Alliance submitted a proposal for re- 
vision of UDC 334. 

The Office International du Cacao et du Chocolat submitted a pro- 
posal for revision of UDC 663.91. 

A few technical details have to be studied before the proposals can 
be circulated.

The Directory is a revised and enlarged edition of the pre- 
liminary edition published in 1950. It covers 85 countries; 200 repro- 
duction services are listed with a detailed description of the nature 
of the service and the prices charged. Moreover, reference institu- 
tions are added for each country. 

The introductory chapters are in English, French and German. 
An introduction to the copyright question is followed by the texts of 
the American and British agreements. The modern processes for 
document reproduction are briefly surveyed, the texts of the ISO 
recommendations pertaining to photographic reproductions and mi- 
crocopies are given, and finally the Unesco Coupon Scheme. 

The Directory in its present form constitutes an indispensable 
tool for all those who struggle with the problem of acquiring pho- 
tocopies or microfilm copies of documents.
